Washington, April 19.—(Special.)— 
Im response to numerous requests from 
Savannah, Atlanta, Augusta and other 
cities, sent by cotton factors, who 
insinuated that the Investigation by 
the department of justice into the 
New York cotton poo) was set on foot 
by cotton bears to cover their short 


sales on May cotton, the two senators 


from Georgia have answered that this 
is a judicial matter with which they 
have nothing to do. They will not in- 
terfere with the investigation begun 
by the attorney general. Whateve, the 
investigation may disclose, the depart- 
ment of justice announces that it will 
be pushed to the end, and that other 
corners in other commodities wil] be 
taken up in their turn. The fact that 
the first judicial probe should be in- 
spired by a bull cotton movement, has 
been commented on as significant. 
Hardwick Wants a Probe. 

A resolution was introduced in the 
house by Representative Hardwick to- 
day demanding an investigation by 
the department of commerce and labor 
into the fluctuations in the price of 
cotton during the past twelve months 
and a report as to how these fluctua- 
tions were affected by combinations on 
the one side or the other of the cot- 
ton market. 

Such an investigation by an execu- 
tive department is usual and custom- 
ary. Georgia senators hold that an 
inquiry made by them on the judicial 
department as to why certain investi- 
gations were started and who is be- 
hind them would be most improper. 
_ Both the Georgia senators stated 
that if the department of justice was 
attempting to secure indictments 
the city of New York against men al-

According 
to the contention of the bears and 
manufacturers, we must sell cotton 
contracts in New York cheaper than 
they can be sold 1n the south. I have

All ladies must discharge the painful 
duty of telling their ages to the census 
taker. 


And all other persons over 21 years 
of age, regardless of sex, col- 
or or nationality, MUST answer any 
and all questions put to them by the 
census enumerators. 

That much is final, for the edict ‘has 
been issued by no less formidable au- 
thority than the United States gxovern- 
ment. And what Uncle Samue! says 
G0es in the vast majority of instances. 

Following the refusal of several per- 
fons, among them being a few ladies, 
to give the necessary information 
sought by the enumerators, Supervisor 
L. F. McClelland Tuesday afternoon 
took the matter up with Assistant 
United States Attorney J. W. Henley 
and asked him what course should be 
pursued when persons refuse to an- 
swer the enumerator’s questions. 

Arrests May Fellow. 

Mr. Iienley wasn’t long in deciding. 
The acts of congress providing for 
the taking of the thirteenth census was 
before him and in plain English he 
read: 

“Any person, Over 21 years of age, 
refusing to answer all questions asked 
by the enumerators taking the thir- 
teenth census of the United States, 
shall be adjudged guilty of a misde- 
meanor and, upon’ conviction shall be 
fined not exceeding the sum of $100.”’ 

Accordingly, Mr. Henley immediately 
notified Mr. M@eClelland that when any 
person refuses to answer any question 
asked by the enumerators, either Mr. 
McClelland-or any of his enumerators 
are,in duty bound to go before a Unit- 
ed States commissioner, swear out a 
warrant for the guilty party and make 
affidavit to the facts. Then it wll 
become the duty of the commissioner 
to issue a warrant for the arrest of 


“The United #tates government ex- 
pects and demands a census as accurate 
as human ingenuity san make it,” said 
Mr. McClelland, “and prompt legal 
steps will be taken to. secure ‘this in- 
formation when persons ‘refuse to an- 
answer questions required by law.” 

For the tnformation of those who 
may not be aware of it, Attorney Hen- 
ley calls attention to the fact that all 
information given an enumerator is 
kept inviolate and that it is as much 
a violation of law to divulge .that in- 
formation as it is to refuse to give it 
to the enumerator.

$400,000 LOSS BY FIRE. 


Seven-Story Building Burns in 
Detroit Retail District.

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SENATOR CLAY 


When He Promised Re- 
port on Suffrage. 


Georgian’s Committee Room 
Was Packed With Women, 
and He Had Trouble in En- 
tering---Women Also Appear- 
ed Before House Committee. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, D. C., April 19.—(Spe- 
cial,)—Senator Clay, chairman of the 
senate committee on woman suffrage, 
had great difficulty in getting into the 
committee-room to open the committee 
hearing this morning. 

At his request, one of the largest 
committee rooms in the senate build- 
ing had been set aside to accommo- 
date the hosts of woman suffragists 
who were expected to attend and em- 
phasize the arguments of their speak- 
ers. When Senator Clay arrived the 
room was packed to suffocation. Wom- 
en were standing on chairs in the 
hall. Inside was a solid mass of fem- 
inine humanity. 

The pathway of the Georgia senator 
to the head of the committee table 
was a slow and iaborious one. Finally 
with the aid of his secretary, who 
helped explain that while the sena- 
tor was only a mere man, he was 
chairman of the committee and the 
man who was going to run the show, 
he reached his place and opened the 
hearing. 

Cheers for Clay. 

When at the’ conclusion of the ar- 
gument he promised to call the com- 
mittee together, and had hopes of

No Damage at Cornelia.

“The New England spinners hate the 
New York exchange and they do not 
understand its methods,” said Mr. 
Marsh this evening. “I might apply 
the same criticism to them that Mr. 
Patten applied to the Manchester, Eng- 
land, spinners. They are too narrow 
and do not understand the law of sup- 
ply and demand. They are unable to 
see that broad and natural conditions 
govern the price of raw cotton and not 
the speculation on the exchange. The 
feeling is so strong in New England 
that a bishop in Massachusetts recent- 
ly denounced the New York exchange 
from the pupilt.

Attorney General Silent. 


The attorney general’s department 
gives no intimation of the reason for

PRESIDENT PARKER SCORES 
ACTION OF GOVERNMENT 


Greenville, S. C., April 19.—Presi- 
dent L. W. Parker, of the American 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Assocation, to- 
day gave out the following statement 
concerning the move of Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham against the alleged 
Hayne-Brown pool: 

“T think that it is most unfortunate 
that the government should intervene 
in the effort to protect those who have 
sold beyond their possession. 

“The southern mills do not wish to 
see a decline in the price of cotton and 
the stand of the government is unfair. 
Apparently, it originated in Wall 
street on the part of the bears, who 
have been selling to keep the price of 
cotton down, and who, by this investi- 
gation wish to force Messrs. Hayne, 
Brown and others to show their hands, 


to find out their methods and their 
supply of cotton on hand and the like. 
That part of the press dispatches 
which alludes to a contract of Feb- 
ruary 26, referred to an agreement by 
the southern mills to take care of cot- 
ton tendered in New York, so as to 
keep the price of cotton up. 

“The southern mills do not wish to 
see a decline in the price of cotton 
for two reasons. In the first place, 
to a considerable extent they have pur- 
chased cotton in the belief that the 
high prices prevailing during the fall 
and winter were more or less justified 
by the crop outturn. In the second 
place, they regard it exceedingly prob- 
lematical what will be the size of the 
crop this year, and what should be a 
legitimate price for cotton next fall. 
On the exchange the prevailing prices 
for fall cotton are now approximately 
12% cents, and so far as we can see 
these prices should prevail in the fall. 
If, through the selling movement on 
the part of the bears, the prices for 
fall

“There has been no concerted action 
to support the market. which has ad- 
vanced on its own merits, and now thef 
bears and a few weak manufacturers 
have invoked the aid of the govern- 
ment in the shape of an investigation 
through the. federal criminal statutes 
to create distrust and a lack of confi- 
dence in the market.

So far as these mills are concerned, there was not the semblance 
of speculation in the transaction. They bought cotton for actual 
delivery, to be used in feeding their looms and spindles during the 
summer months. : 

The men from whom they bought this cotton eannot now them- 
selves fulfill their contracts AT THE PRICE STIPULATED. 
They are fine-tooth combing the world, and are unable to secure 
the staple for delivery at a price that will enable them to emerge 
with their hides whole. 

All other organized efforts to beat down prices to a level at 
which they could, without loss, execute their contracts, have failed, 
and as a last desperate resort, THEY HAVE HOODWINKED 
MR. WICKERSHAM INTO PLACING THE POWER OF THE 
GOVERNMENT BACK OF A TYPICAL BEAR RAID, as a re- 
sult of which they can either hammer cotton to a level upon which 
they can profitably fill their contracts, or welch on the latter out- 
night. 

Dispatches published elsewhere by The Constitution bear out 
this ugly interpretation of the situation. 

The mills are justified in protesting against a deluded govern- 
ment copartnership with welching gamblers, with all the vehemence 
at their command. And the southern farmers have a right to de-

Senator Aldrich, of Rhode Island, announces his retirement 
from active politics. I[ll-health is the reason assigned for his re- 
tirement at the close of his term, March 3, next year. 

The observant American, grown wiser with experience, will 
repress his enthusiasm over this announcement, until he sees 
whether the retirement of Aldrich means the elimination of Al- 
drichism. .We were ostentatiously informed that Joe Cannon had 
been shorn:of power. Yet so firmly was the republican organi- 
zation in the clutch of Cannonism and its sinister spirit, that at 
the final show-down we find its reactionary influence as irrevo- 
cably fastened upon the house as ever.

Good Friday last, means the virtual 
abolition of capital punishment in 
Spain and is hailed” as such by the 
liberal and radical, and the republican 
press, though severely criticised by 
the conservative and reactionary 
newspapers. Many of the prisoners 
thus reprieved had been convicted, not 
of one, but of several murders, and 
some even of the particularly atroc- 
ious crime of parricide. ct, every 
capital sentence remaining unex- 
ecuted was remitted. Aft this it 
will be difficult, if not impossible, to 
consign to the scaffold mere dinary 

murderers. 
» These reprieves were granted by the 
king with the approval of his prime 
minister, Senor Canalejas, who has 
always been known as opposed to 
capital punishment, both as a liberal 
monarchist, and previous as a repub- 
|lican. And in this connection tt may 
be recalled that Nicholas ~Salmeron. 

Who was for so many years the re- 
;Spected leader of the republican party 
in Spain, actually resigned the presf- 
denoy of the republic some two score 
years ago rather than sign the war- 
rants for the execution of prisoners 
lying under sentence of death. 


Criminals and Good Friday. 

This ancient custom of reprieving 
criminals on Good Friday has been in 
use in Spain since the fifteenth cen- 
tury, though it dates back to Mosaical 
times. The Hebrews were in the habit 
of releasing a prisoner at Passover, in 
memory of their deliverance from 
Egypt, thé popular choice at the time 
of the crucifixion lying between Christ 
and Barabbas. “Their Most Catholic 
Majesties”’—for that is the correct title 
of the rulers of Spain—adopted a sim- 
ilar practice for the celebration of 
Good Friday. Until the reign of Isa- 
bella II., only one sentence was re- 
mitted on these occasions. Several 
however, were prepared and 
folded, each one containing the name 
of a condemned prisoner. These were 
placed promiscuously on a large sil- 
ver salver, and that criminal was 
reprieved.cn whose paper the royal 
hand rested; the others obtaining no 
benefit.

But, according to a deci- 
sion of the court of appeals yesterday, 
such must be the stigmatizing sen- 
tence writ at the close of the life 
history of the mule belonging to A. 
B. Garner, of East Point. 

This mule had been hired by Mr. 
Garner to another citizen of East 
Point and was placed in an inclosed 
pasture. He broke through the fence 
and wandered into a vacant lot where 
he stepped into a well and-ended his 
career. Mr. Garner sued the parties 
and also sued the city of East Point, 
but the case was non-suited. 

“It was properly. non-suited,” says 
the court. “The énherent viciousness 
of the mule was the cause of his 
death.” 


Railroad Not to Blame. 

Tf a mule takes fright and runs 
away when an engineer of a railroad 
engine puts on more steam, the rail- 
road is not liable for any damage that 
may result. 

So held the court of appeals yes- 
terday in the case of Chance against 
the Southern railroad. 

Chance was driving his mule along 
the railroad track one day and the 
mule took fright and ran when the 
engineer put more steam into his en- 
gine for the purpose of climbing a 
grade. Chance was injured and he 
sued the railroad and secured a ver- 
dict in his favor. 

The court reversed the _ decision, 
holding that the engineer had a right 
to put on more steam at that point 
and that it does not appear to have 
been done to frighten the mule.

ROGER MERRITT 
SENTENCED TO HANG 


His Execution May Be Stay- 
ed by Appeal to Prison | 
Board. 


Scented 


Roger Merritt, the negro. who has 
twice tried and convicted of 
criminal assault, was resentenced yes- 
terday by Judge L. S. Roan, of the 
superior court, to be hanged by the 
neck until dead, on the 3d day of June, 
1910, between the hours of 10 a m. and 
2p. m. 

The order for the execution,; duly 
signed, was handed to Sheriff Mangum 
immediately after the court session; 
but, though the sentence has been 
sustained by two courts, a’ general 
impression prevails in courthouse cir- 
cles that the execution will be stayed, 
and that a pardon or commutation of 
sentence will be asked for him, since 
there are many familiar with the case 
who are firm in the opinion that the 
negro is innocent. 

Merritt was first tried in the Sep- 
tember term of the superior court, in 
1909, by Judge LL. S. Roan. He was 
sentenced Ly the court to be hanged on 
the 8d of December. A new trial being 
denied, the case was carried to the 
supreme court of Georgia by a bill of 
exceptions. The sentence of the lower 
court was affirmed, and Solicitor Gen- 
eral Hill applied for habeas corpus to 
have Merritt brought again’ before 
Judge Roan, who resentenced him.

Delinquents Will 
Reported to the Grand

Ordinary John R. Wilkinson its 
checking over the lists of those who 
are liable for the special occupation 
tax in order that he may locate the 
delinquents, and as soon as his work is 
completed the list will be turned over 
to the grand jury. 

Quite a number have not yet regis- 
tered with the ‘ordinary, the real 
estate dealers, cigarette dealeres, auto 
agents, domestic corporations and soda 
water establishments being those whe 
are noticeably delinquent in the pay- 
ing of the special tax. The dealers 
are supposed to register on the Ist of 
January or prior to beginning busi- 
ness when a new firm starts opera- 
tion, and many have overlooked this 
obligation. : 

The tax on auto dealers is $200, on 
cigarette dealers $25, on soda foun- 
tains $5 for each draft arm, and on 
real estate dealers $10. 

The tax act provides that any person 
failing-to register with the ordinary 
shall be liable to indictment for mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction shall be 


| fined not less than double the tax. or 


be imprisoned as prescribed by law, 
or both in the discretion of the court. 

The grand jury will probably give 
the delinquents a limited time in 
which to pay their taxes, as it is the 
money and not the imprisonment of 
the dealers that the state wants. 

The special tax goes to the general 
expense fund of the state. 

Marcellus M. Anderson, state near 
beer inspector for Fulton county, is 
also preparing to expose the delin- 
quent near beer dealers who have not 
paid their taxes and within the next 
ten days he will present to Governor 
Brown a list of those who are liable 
for that tax. This report will be in 
connection with the general investiga- 
tion throughout the state, and the 
governor, on receiving the list, wiil 
either extend a limited time to the 
dealers in which they must pay the tax 
or ask for indictments from the grand 
jury.

As a result of its investigations, the 
American Agriculturist for April 23 
will say: 

“A marked decline has occurred in 
the prices of certain food products. If 
this decline continues much ionger, the 
commissions that are investigating the 
high prices will find themselves out 
of a job. ; 
“Compared to the high point in 
Chicago shows a decline of 17 cents 
a bushel. The decline in corn from 
the high point of last year is 19 cents 
and oats 20 cents. In other words, the 
present wholesale price of oats is 5 
per cent below the htghest prices of 
last year: corn is off 24 per cent, and 
wheat 14 per cent. Cotton seed meal 
is off $3 to $4. or 8 to 10 per cent. Cot- 
ton itself is a fraction of a cent @ 
pound less than in January, showing 
a decline of about 5 per cent.

Some Low Records. ) 

The drop in the temperature. this 
week is one of the few ‘very low rec- 
ords for April. On the 15th of April 
1907, the mercury went to 88 degrees, 
with an accompanying heavy frost, and 
on April 17, 1905, 31 degrees were re- 
corded, a killing frost resulting. 

The weather man explained that 
frost is caused by the air cooling 
against the earth’s heat, and that 
when the air currents are constantly 
changing in a high wind the formation 
of frost is prevented because the air 
hes no time to cool.: Cloudiness tends 
to prevent frost because the low- 
lying clouds retard -the dispersal of 
the heat waves through the atmos- 
phere, sending a comparatively warm 
current back toward the earth, 

“That’s one reason why so many 
people think the moon -has something 
to do with frost,”-Mr. Von Herrmann 
said. “They see the moon in a clear 
sky, and notice that there is often 
frost the next morning. Knowing noth- 
ing about the effects of clouds on 
frost, they naturally conclude that the 
moon has something to do with it.” 

Fair weather now prevails through- 
out the cotton belt, but the weather 
man says that the wind will continue 
high, in all probability, during the 
cold snap, and prevent the formation 
of a heavy frost. 

It will be slightly warmer today, but 
the difference will be so slight nobody 
will be able to notice it unless a 
thermometer is carried about.

HESTER’S ANALYSIS 
COTTON MOVEMENT 


New Orleans, April 19.—Secretary 
Hester's New Orleans cotton exchange 
analysis of the cotton movement for 
the seven months of the season from 
September Ist to the close of March 
inclusive, shows that, compared with 
the crop movement last year, the state 
of Texas has brought into sight this 
season, in round figures, 1,009,000 bales 
less. Other gulf states, so-called, 
which include Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Missouri and 
Oklahoma, have marketed 1,341,000 
less, and the group of Atlantic states, 
which includeg North and South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama and 
Virginia, have marketed 470,000 less, 
making the decreases in the amount 
marketed 2,819,000. 

Secretary Hester shows the amount 
brought into sight by groups of states 
for the seven months of the season 
as follows: : 

Texas, 2,392,083 bales; a decrease un- 
der last year of 1,008,578, an increase 
over year before last of 496,582, and 
a decrease under the same time in 1907 
of 1,335,247. 

Other gulf states, 2,500,583 bales: a 
decrease under last vear of 1,340,544; 
a decrease under year before last of 
1,012,339, and a decrease under the 
same time in 1907 of 1,602,264. 

Atlantic states, 4,230,24@ beles: a 
decrease under last year of 469,983; a 
decrease under the vear before last of 
287,382, and an increase over the same 
time in i907 of 25.836. 

Total crop in sight at close of March, 
9.122.926; a decrease under last year 
of 2,819,105; a decrease under the year 
before last of 803,139, and a decrease 
i the same time in 1907 of ‘2,911.- 
675. 

The group of states furnished in 
round figures of the crops of last year 
and the vear before last from the 
2,221,000; other gulf states 4,240,000 
last yeer, and year before last 4,242,- 
000; Atlantic states, 5.666.000 last.year, 
and year before last 5.109.000.

- FROM WATSON AT SIMS 


Editor Constitution: As long as you 
give space to bombardments of “yours 
truly,” you will let me scratch back, 


won't you? 

Last of all came, not Satan. but @ 

jess important person—one Thetus W. 
Sims, who in some inscrutable manner 
stumbled into congress years and years 
ago. L presume that his district, like 
some of those in Georgia, is a drowsy 
one, for it has allowed Thetus to stay 
put. 
In 1901, after he had been for three 
terms laboriously drawing all three— 
the salary, the perquisites and his 
breath—Thetus aroused himself and 
read, in full session of the house, @ 
newspaper clipping. After having ex- 
erted himself to this extent, it is 
rumored that he took his bed, had the 
adjoining thoroughfares littered with 
sawdust to’ deaden the noise, and in- 
structed his doorkeeper to answer all 
inquiries at the door with the state- 
ment that “Mr. Sims is doing as well 
as could be expected.” 

The said newspaper clipping duly ap- 
peared in The Congressional 
under the alluring title, “Speech of the 
Hon. Thetus W. Sims, of Tennessee.” 

The subject matter of the newspaper 
clipping was, “the value of long ser- 
vice in congress.” 

The argument made by the news- 
paper correspondent who wrote. the 
article proceeded upon the luminous 
idea that if you only trained her long 
enough, a milch cow would outrun a 
race horse. 

Not detecting the fallacious nature 
of the reasoning, the drowsy district of 
Thetus continued to send him to con- 
gress, vainly imagining that continu- 
ous effort and persistent faith would 
transform the sow’s ear into the de- 
sired silk purse. 

Alas! Thetus, the barren fig tree that 

had borne no fruit prior to 1901, has 
borne none since. Why, then, hath he 
the impertinence to cumber the 
ground? 
"Some weeks ago our Georgia con- 
gressional do-nothings began to plas- 
ter the troubled situation with this 
“Speech of Hon. Thetus W. Sims.” The 
old newspaper clipping, of the harvest 
of.1901, came into our midst with an 
impartiality of distribution which was 
truly rural. 

Every one of the oxen began to 
argue, by implication, that all they 
needed to become thoroughbred cours- 
ers was unbroken continuity of re- 
freshment at the public crib. 

It seemed to me to be outrageous 
that congressmen who had, on the sly, 
given themselves a 50 per cent ad- 
vance in salaries should saddle the 
expense of circulating campaign liter- 
ature on Old Man Peepul.

Your Monday’s paper proves. the 
painful fact that Thetus has lost his 
temper. It seems that he has angrily 
arraigned me on the floor of the house, 
and pelted me with hard words. But, 
such is life; and it isn’t worth while 
for me to retallate. I much prefer kind 
adjectives and soothing phraseology. 

Just a word as to that automobile. 
A New York paper made the statement 
that Mr, Taft, when secretary of war, 
had shipped his automobile (meaning, 
of course, the machine which he used 
as head of a department) to San Fran- 
cisco, in case he should need it, while 
in that city, on his way to the Philip- 
pines, The story was, that the automo- 
bile was not used by Mr. Taft in San 
Francisco, and was shipped back to 
Washington at the expense of the gov- 
ernment. I mentioned this as an illus- 
tration of the extravagant use of gov- 
ernment money and official privilege— 
expressly stating that Mr. Taft was no 
worse than the others. , 

The manner in which the magnificent 
automobiles supplied by the government 
are misused by the wives, daughters 
and lady friends of the heads of de- 
partments in Washington has long 
been the topic of newspaper comment. 

Now, Thetus W. Sims, with a flourish 
of bugles, produces a certificate from 
Gettysburg-Harriman-lawyer  Dickin- 
son, to the effect that Mr. Taft never 
owned an auto. He furthermore pro- 
duces a certificate to prove that Mr. 
Taft never sent his machine by express 
to San Francisco. 

. All of which is sheer evasion. Let 
President Taft himself state whether 
or not he caused the war department 
to ship his official automobile to San 


Francisco, and back, at the govern- 
ment’s expense! 

If Mr. Taft will say that: this was 
not done, I will cheerfully take his 
word for it, and tender him the apol-
